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'NEW RULING ON 


NATIONAL UNION, 


Federal Ceurt Molds It Is Not a 
Fraternal Organization. 


JUDGE THAYER/S DECISION. 


United States Gourt ef Appeals Decides 
That the Society Is an In- 
surance Company. 


Judge Amos M. Thayer of the United 
States Court of Appeals rendered a de- 
cision Wednesday, holding that the National 
Union was not a fraternal-beneficial organ- 
igation, but was doing exclusively a life in- 
surance business, and as such must be gov- 
erned by the insurance laws of the State of 
Missouri, 


The decision was in the case of the Na- 
tional Union vs. Arcadia L. Marlow. 

George W. Marlow of St. Joseph, Mo., 
‘while a member in good standing of Econ- 
omy Cougcil, No. 215,-at St. Joseph, com- 
mitted suicide 

His wife brought suit in the Circuit Court 
and was given a judgment for $6,000, the 
ful. amount of his insurance in the asso- 
clation. The case was appealed. 

Judge Thayer, in delivering the opinion, 
said the contract sued upon was in form 
and substence a contract of life insur- 
ance, as has heretofore been held in Mis- 
sourl. 

It war dellvered within the State by the 
defendant to a resident of the State, while 
the National Union was doing business 
through a local council. For these rea- 
sons the court held the association was 
governed by the laws of the State of Mis- 
souri and suicide cannot be pleaded as de- 
tense. 4 

The claim that the defendant is u frater- 
nal-beneficial society is not sustained. Such 
societies may organize in the State, and 
while — 7 may possess insurance features, 
they need not subject to the supervision 
of the insurance department. 

The court finds t the National Union 
is not a charitable or beneficial order, but 
is doing a life insurance business under the 
guise of one, and therefore cannot claim 
exemption from the Missouri insurance 
laws. The decision of the Circuit Court

U. W. are organized on the same lines as 
our order and they are both governed by 
the two-year limit in case of suicide, and 
they are not interfered with by the insur-

„Ot course this decision will militate 
against the order, and it can only have the 
effect of encouraging persons with a sui- 
cidal bent to join. There is nothing for the 
association to do but to pay the judgment 
now.” 


James R. Waddill, Superintendent of the 
Insurance Department of Missouri, said: 

entertain a very high regard for Judge 
Thayer's ability, and feel assured that be- 
fore he render his decision he carefully 
examined the charter and looked thoroughly 
into the workings of the association. 

“Tf the National Union professes to be a 
fraternal or benevolent society, and is not 
one, it is doing business against the laws 
of the State. All its officers, and all per- 
sons soliciting for it are liable to fine or 
imprisonment or both. 

„The concern has never filed — 
in this department, consequently I have no 
means of knowing anything of their 
operations. If I know of a concern doing 
business as a benevolent organization con- 
trary to the law, it will be my duty to call 
the matter to the attention of the prosecut- 
ing attorney, whose duty it is to prosecute. 

“While I know nothing about the National 
Union, there are many so-called benevolent 
societies doing the public great injury. They 
organize under the statute exempting ben- 
evolent societies, and thus escaping from 
the inspection of the department, they send 
agents over the State to scatter seductive 
and allurin literature, promising great 
benefits and raising the hopes of poor, 
struggling men and women that by becom- 
ing members they can, by very small pay- 
ments, lay by a sum certain against sick- 
neus or death. 

“This is done under the guise of benevo- 
lence, while the real purposes are as vicious 
as those of pirates. decision will have 
a salutary effect ® suppressing irresponsi- 
ble concerns.“

ANTICS OF A CYCLONE. 


It Plays Pranks With 0 Farmer and 
His Wagon. 


ELKHORN, Neb., May 18 A cyclone yes- 
terday struck the ground north of the town. 
The path of the storm was from 20 to 300 


yards wide, and everything in this path was 
razed to the ground, including several 
houses. Large trees along the highway ad- 
jacent were. torn and twisted out of the 
ground. 

Carl Johnson, a prominent farmer, was 
caught in the twister. He had a team at- 
tached to a wagon. He — — to 
skirt the storm by driving in a meadow to 
the westward, but before he could lash 
his horses out of the path of the rapidly 
approaching hurricane he was caught in its 
vortex, and man, horses ahd wagon were 
sent through space, together with fences, 
boards, posts, wire and other debris.

FIGHT WILL GO TO JAIL. 
Before They Begin to “De Time” They 


Will Have to Arrange fer 
the Election. 


Ten days in jall to be served in the near 
future, and $25 fine to be paid at the expira- 
tion of five days is the punishment inflicted 
by the Supreme Court upon eight of the ten 
members of the School Board firm of Henry 
Bus & Co. 

Added to this is the probability that the 
eight will lose their seats in the board as. a 
result of their defiance of the Supreme 
Court. 

They are compelled besides to pay the 
costs in the contempt proceedings. Accord- 
ing to Deputy Clerk Fisher of the Supreme 


Court, the. costs have amounted to some 
$400 since the Supreme Court was asked to 
enforce fair play in the Tenth District 
School election. All except the costs in the 
contempt proceedings will be assessed 

ainst the School Board as a body.

In anticipation of the Court’s decision 
the Republican machine in St. Louis had 
raised to reimburse the conspirators. 
Chris Schawacker raised $230 of -this de- 
fore he went to the St. Joseph Convention. 

The money was not on hand though when 
the Supreme Court redered its decision at 
5:30 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. The eight 
Busites were only released from the custody 
of Marshal Noland through the courtesy of 
the Court in granting five days for a motion 
for a rehearing. The Court stated, how- 
ever, that it had — * heard of a rehearing 
in contempt proceedings. 

The $25 fine is accordingly merely sus- 

ended and the jail sentence deferred to 
enable the directors to obey the Court in 
the matter of the school election. 

In passing sentence Presiding Justice 
Gantt stated that an election must be ar- 
ranged for with all speed possible. Re- 
turn must be made to the order of court 
by each director individually as soon as ar- 
rangements for the election shall have been 
completed. 

Referring to the selection of Judges and 
Clerks, Jugae Gantt remarked, in substance: 

“I think* those present have learned from 
to-day’s proceedings what our view is of 
the manner in which the order must be 
carried out.“ 

It was sorry crowd of educators who 
hurried to catch th@ evening train after 
the decision had been rendered. 

Rebenack, one of those Whg will spend 
ten days in the Cole County” jail, was in 
no condition to hurry and remained at 
Jefferson City. ä 

Of the eleven directors who caught the 
train, but two displayed any cheerfulness. 

They were John P. Collins and John 

Sheehan, Democrats. W. H. McClain, also 
a Democrat, was on the train, but he kept 
his feelings to himself. 
Director John Kissner, who escaped pun- 
ishment apparently through the Supreme 
Court confounding him with Director E. 
Henry Vordtriece, was feeling pretty good, 
but whenever he expressed himself to that

the rest of the followers of Bus. He seemed 
to be regarded with suspicion and resent- 
ment and sat alone almost the entire trip. 

Menry Bus sat for the greater part of the 
trip moody and unapproachable. When he 
talked it was to confer with School Board 
Attorney Charles B. Stark or some of the 
conspirators. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
be deblared he had nothing to say. Later 

hen asked when the election would be 
held he said: 

“We'll have to get together to-morrow 
about that. Three days’ notice is neces- 
sary for a called meeting and after that 
there is a mode of procedure to be ob- 
served that may take a little time.“ 

Will the order be observed now with re- 
gard to judges and clerks?’ he was asked. 

“Most assuredly,”’ replied Bus. It has 
always been obeyed, you know.” 


Herman C. Grawe, with the possible ex- 
ceptions of Bus and Elmer E. Lacey, was 
the least penitent of the crowd. «In conver- 
sation with Bus, School Board Attorney 
Stark and some others on the train, he 
declared. 

“Well, I'm going to resign from the 
board before that election.” 

“You can’t do it,“ Attorney Stark is 
quoted as replying. “You are under the 
control of the Supreme Court and must 
make return to its order.“ 

Mr. Grawe then declared that he thought 
he'd move to Siberia. He refused to dis- 
cuss the order of the court with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

Better Roads and More Paths 
for Pedestrians and Cyclists. 


EXPENSES FOR THE YEAR, 


Commissioners. Ridgely and Milner 
Make Their Annual Reperts to the 
Board ef Public Improvements. 


The report of Park Commissioner Frank- 
un L. Ridgely, for the fiscal year of 1895-6, 
makes good reading for the St. Louis pub- 
lic interested in the beautification and im- 
provements of its parks and public squares. 
By the way of preface the Commissioner 
points out that St. Louis is far behind other 
cities in the maintenance and improve- 
ment of its parks, but the Commissioner 
forbears to make suggestions as to how to 


remedy this deficiency, simply stating that 
it belongs to other heads. 

The report says that the rapid tmprove- 
ment of the outlying districts and increased 
facilities for reaching the parks, especially 
Carondelet, O'Fallon and Forest, have aug- 
mented the necessity for improving these 
parks so as to make them pleasing: to visit- 
ors. . 

The demand of cyclists that the roads be 
kept in perfect order it is impossible to 
comply with us long as the streets in the 
vicinity of Forest Park are well nigh impas- 
sable, and the Commissioner compelled to is- 
sue permits to cross the rk to vehicles 
from north to south hauling bullding and 
other material to districts,- where street 
making, sewer pipe laying, etc., is going on. 
The improvement of King’s highway is a 
most commendable project, but the under- 
taking should be extended to Lindell avenue. 


Special attention is called to the crowded 
entrance from Lindell avenue, particularly 
at the viaduct; where all kinds of vehicles, 
horsemen and cyclists as well as pedes- 
trians are forced to pass through. It is 
dangerously narrow, and while accidents 
have thus far been avoided a serious one 
is Hable to occur at any time. 

There should be two more passages for 
pedestrians, one on each side of the via-
